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Bill to strip 
renters of

A bill that would strip protections 
from Indianapolis renters passed both 
chambers of the Indiana General As- 
sembly on Wednesday, handing a ma- 
jor defeat to Mayor Joe Hogsett and 
advocates who are grappling with how 
to fight back against predatory land- 
lords and mountains of evictions in In- 
dianapolis. 

The bill, passed primarily by Re- 
publicans who hold a super-majority 
in the Statehouse, came just a couple 
weeks after Hogsett, a Democrat, and 
the Indianapolis City-County Council 
began providing more power to 
renters. The bill now heads to the desk 
of Republican Gov. Eric Holcomb for 
his consideration. 

Mayor Joe Hogsett, in a statement, 
said it was “incredibly disappointing.” 

“Today’s action by the Indiana 
General Assembly is incredibly
